The Assay (Mice, 

"Wo have succeeded in wading through 
a two column and a half article iu the 
British Columbian— subject, the Assaj 
Office— and after a careful perusal we 
are constrained to say that if that institu- 
tion can survive tho very potent reasons 
the Columbian has furnished for it3 abro 
gation, it will bo "a thing of beauty and 
a joy forever" to tho denizens of New 
Westminster. Casting aside tho first 
column and a half of verbiage, wc extract 
tho essence of the article for tho beneGc of 
our readers. Having recited the wonder- 
ful blessings that the maintainance of the 
office on the "spot" whero it now rests 
will confer upon the entire Colony, the 
ex(pectant) Queen's Printer triumphantly 
produces the following overwhelming cir- 
cumstance to prove that tho office is a 
real benefit to tho revenue aud a blessing 
generally to the Colony : 

" It is well known that during tho con- 
tinuance of the gold export toy., tho Bank 
of British Columbia, having an assay 
office at William creek, assayed its own 
gold. These bars, in order to obtain the 
Government stamp to entitle them to the 
reduced rate of export tux, were all re- 
melted at the Government assay office 
hero. A careful record was kept, and 
having been allowed a perusal of this re 
cord, we find a discrepancy in the case of 
almost every bar re-assayed under this ar- 
rangement, tho d.fference occasionally 
running as high as seventy-eight dollars 
on a single bur of the value of four thou- 
sand dollars J'' 

Considering the source whence this story 
comes wo are inclined to doubt its truth 
in toto ; but assuming, for argument's 
sake, that the circumstance to which our 
cotemporary refers did occur once, 
through mistake, the implied charge that 
it was a general practico and was done 
for the purpose of defrauding the revenue, 
bears a lio on its face ; because the 
undervaluing of the bar would render 
lawful its confiscation on a churgo that 
tho holder was endeavoring to evade the 
payment of the Gold Export Tax. The 
value of tho bar (tho Printer Buys) was 
§1000, and it was undervalued seventy- 
eight dollars — a sum equal to four and a 
half ounces. The Gold Export Tax was 
Is., or 25 cents per oz., and tho amount 
that the unprincipled assayer or miner, 
by rendering liable lo confiscation 
his S-lOoO bar, attempted to evade 
tho payment of was one dollar and 
twelve and a-half cents! "At this 
rate," triumphantly shouts our cotcmpor- 
nry, "the office would soon save the 
Colony a much larger sum than the 
$2500 required to defray its /working 
expenses.'' Were the Gold Export Law 
(a bright idea of tho Queen's Printer 
and the Governor) still in existence, the 
exultation of tho Queen's Printer would 
appear absurd enough ; but as tho tux 
has long since travoled the road to obliv- 
iou that the Assay Office will shortly 
have to follow, the citation of tho "fact'' 
makes the Columbian man seem like a 
fool. But, speaking of errors, reminds us, 
also, of a little reminiscence connected 
with this very same Government Assay 
Oflice. In 18C-2-3 gold from Cottonwood 
creek, Cariboo, was considered the liuest 
in the Colony, as high as §19 per ouuee 
being paid for it In appearance Cotton- 
wood gold resembled Salmon River dust 
from Idaho, which, however, was scarcely 
worth Si 2 per ounco ; and the ldahoans, 
discerning tho similarity iu appearance 
of the goltl of their own river and that of 
Cottonwood, actually sent a quantity 
across the line to the Government Assay 
Office at New Westmhster, where it 
was sold as Cottonwood dust, lit $19 an 
ounce, to the a«sayer there 1 How lorge 
a sum the Government lost by that specula- 
tion was never divulged, but an order was 
at once issued by the then Governor for- 
bidding the purchase of any moro dust at 
the office. The Queen's Printer having 
been allowed a peep into tho "record," 
is, perhaps, able to inform us tho exact 
sum lost by that transaction, and whether 
any profitable speculations of a like char- 
acter havo been indulged in recently. 
In another part of the samo article ;he 
Queen's Printer ehargcB that tho "greedy 
little towu of Victoria" wants to ateul the 
office from its "rightful owner," New 
Westminster. This is another statement 
quite as absurd as that concerning the 
bar. Victoria does not recognise the 
necessity that exists for an Assay Office ; 
and, moreover, Victoria does not usk for 
it. Victoria believes that tho proper 
place for it is at Cariboo, whero it may, 
by the observance of strict economy, pay 
exponses. Failing its removal thither, 
then Victoria thinks it ought not to ro- 
inain at New Westminster, whero it is a 
tux of $!>0(j0 per annum upon tho public 
revenue. But what says tho Queen's 
Piiiitcr to tho proposition of sending it to 



Cariboo: "It would bo located at a 
place in tho most remote, expensive and 
inaccessible part of the Colony, and in- 
volve an expenditure which would not 
only bo wholly unprofitable, but alto- 
gether beyond the means of the Colony." 
Reduced to plain English, tho proposition 
laid down by our cotemporary means 
that its establishment at the point of pro- 
duction of the gold dust would be "remote'" 
from that gold dust ; that it would be 
"expensive'' inasmuch as tho nssaycrs 
would requiro $40 additional per mouth 
to defray tho expense of their board on 
the creek ; aud "inaccessible'' to the 
Government officials at Westminster, who 
now pass tho time they should devoto to 
tho public service in tinkering about the 
effico with specimens of talcoso rock 
which they imagine to bo gold-bearing 
quartz, or pieces of iron oro, that their 
heated imaginations convert into 40 per 
cent of copper. If for no other reason 
it would be n good thing for the 
Colony wero the office located at a spot 
where it would be "inaccessible" to that 
class of public servants. Tlio ridiculous 
and false cry of the enormous expense at- 
tendant upon tho removal of the plant to 
William creek is completely exploded by 
the fact that the plant of tlio Assay Office 
of tho Bank of British Columbia was trans- 
ported by its original owner, Mr. Mohtor, 
Irora Victoria to the diggings at a cost of 
less than $1500, or one half the sum that 
is ann ially sunk in continuing the institu- 
tion at New Westminster. In the face of 
this fact we learn that last year the Gov-, 
eminent announced that the pi mt could 
not bo removed to the mines for a less 
sum than $15,000. That estimate no 
doubt included the freight on the budding 
at New Westminster, which Government 
doubtless imagines to form part of the 
plant. At Cariboo, tho point of produc- 
tion, or nt Victoria, the point of supply, 
the office might yield a revenue ; but it in 
ridiculous and absurd to suppose that the 
little hole in Prasermouth, known as 
New Westminster, which possesses neither 
comforts nur conveniences for tho accom- 
modation of sojourning miners who would 
have to remain over one steamer while 
their dust was being assayed there, should 
be allowed to gulp down §3000 per 
annum of tho public money in the main- 
tainance of the Assay Offico within its 
limits, because the money lo^t to the rest 
of the Colony goes to enrich the traders 
of that particular spot. This is just 
what the proposition amounts to. The 
whole Colony is expected to pay tribute 
to New Westminster. We ask, is it just 
— is it proper that this iniquity should 
continue ? — that perhaps tho very place 
in the Colony where an Assay Offico can 
pay its own expenses and furnish employ" 
raent lo its operatives is to be denounced 
as "remote, inaccessible and expensive," 
when tho very report that Government 
sent down to tho Council last year ex- 
posed the fact that it lias proved a losing 
concern whero it stands ? The attitude 
of the Government in this matter is not 
alono absurd, it is dishonest ; and well 
knowing tho slippery ground upon which 
it stands, petitions have been Circulated 
for signature by those who have never 
given the matter a moment's thought, 
and, most likely, were previously unaware 
that such an institution as a Government 
Assay Olfieo had even an existence. 
These petitions it is intended to lay before 
tho Council as an endorsement of the 
Governmental policy in maintaining the 
ollice. We have no means of learning 
how many signatures wero obtained in 
the interior; but the copy of the memorial 
that was submitted to tho citizens of 
Victoria was returned by yesterday's boat 
without a single name attached. The 
proof, however, of the unpopularity of the 
institution is found in fact that it is not 
patronized by the public, who carry tho 
dust past the Assay Ollice doors and do- 
posit it lor assay nt Victoria. 

St^ns of the Times— Political SiguiQ- 
catice of Napoleon's Speeches. 

(Fromlho Londou Time), August 2Sth.} 

The Emperor Napoleon haa lost no time 
in making his comment on the rii'i orn of the 
IbBt few dny*. He was on his way to visit 
ibe city ol Lille, lo bo present at tho fete to 
he held in commemoration oi the two tiiunj- 
redth anniversary ol its annexation to Fiance, 
uin] on his journey tho Mayor ol Arras, 
Ibrougn which their Majesties passed, pro- 
senloil the usual loyal address. The Em- 
peror, apparently, likes to utter his most 
significant sentences on unlnrseen occasions 
and to undistinguished people, as if their 
apparent spontuoiety would be likely to 
Hive his words more point ami power. Thus 
hi- speech at Arras is lar more interesting 
than that at Lille, which only oontaios one 
expression f political importance. At Ar- 
run the Emperor spoke as lo low : 'You uie 
ri^lit to have oonfidenci iu the luiuie. It is 
only weak governments who seek in forcigu 
complications to ilivert atlention Irom trouii- 
les ut home. Hut he who derives nis sirengili 
Irom the ureal body of the nalion has only lu 
ilo his duty and sutisly tin; permanent in- 
terests of the com. iry ; and wbiio holding 
alolt I be Dalioilrtl Hag, we should not allow 

ourselves lo ho drawn away ny itntemperate 
impulses, however patriotic they may be.' 

At Lille the Emperor said that the firs! 
condition of prosperity lor France was "to 
possess tho consciousness of her own strength 
and not lo allow hi ruell lo be depressed by 
imaginary fears, hut lo rely upon iho wisdom 
aud patriotism ol her Government." Though 
these, expressions have the u.->ual vagueness 
ol the Imperial style, t ti ay are undauntedly 
peaceable in their tenor. Tho Emperor 
seems to divide and repudiate the suspicion 
of his subjects that ho is about to luru tbeli 
attention irom his dom siic administration 
and from the tragic aflttira iu Mexico by 
some tireat deed beyond his own lion tiers. 
He denies that his is one of those Wuult 
Governments which seek by foreign compli- 
cations to divert their subjects from troubles 
at home. II these words nuvu i ny polnieul 
meaning, they must be used as an unswur to 
those wbo, who 1 her friends or enemies, have 
been attributing lo him the design of a Ger- 
man wnr. Since tho Salzburg interview wo 
know not which have been Ibe moat warlike 
hi their tone, the Frobcbinan who would have 
the Emperor enlorce at once the Treaty ol 
Prague at the point ol the bayonet, or the 
Geruiuus, who, scllen anil defiant, Imvo made 
uu their mind 'lj.it he intends u quarrel, and 
desire that the unfolding ot the plot should 
bo hastened rather than delayed. Tho Eojh 
perm's speech cannot but bo directed to 
them. Ho says in effect that they misrepre- 
sent. hiB policy and u;b designs, and ho bids 



tho one party moderate their ambition and 
the other lay aside their distrust. 

When tho Emperor tells those of his sub- 
jects who last year were exoitod to such 
rivalry by the successes of Piuaeia, that they 
should not ollow themselves lo be "drawn 
away by intoinperato impulses, however 
patriotic Ihey may be," he gives advice 
which many Frenchmen will find it difficult 
to follow. The lears which at present per- 
Vi.de Europo uro the elTect o( that violent 
outburst of jealousy which possessed FraDce 
after tho battle ofSadowa, and which, ullect- 
ing all classes, both military und civil, urged 
tho Emperor into a policy which ho possibly 
may at length find it dillioult to avoid. It 
caunot bo concealed that a war with Prussia, 
on any pretext and with any object, would 
be popular with a large part of the Fronch 
people, and u march uguiii.it iho lltiiuo re- 
presents Ihe 'spirited loreign policy' now 
largely advocated in Ihe cufa und the bar- 
rack. Undoubtedly that section of tho 
French people which has renounced the idea 
ol foreign conquest — a section which arows 
every year, aud may even cow be a majority 
— hus a powerlu! influence, and is Blrong 
onough to support a ruler who Bball recognizj 
the right ot loreign nations lo o nsiitute 
themselves as may suit them best. Hut to 
give this party ihe courage to restrain more 
tuibulout pohlicians the Imperial counten- 
ance is necessary. Tho world will, indeed, 
rejoice if the Emperor will reassure it by 
language even plainer ihun thai just uttered. 
II m flatterers and his adversaries both attri- 
bute to him the design of preventing by 
lorcu I ho union of Germany, and thus pre- 
cipitating it struggle with forty millions of 
people. We include the whole population ol 
Germany among his adversaries in such a 
design, for we believe It lo bo an idle dream 
that a King of Bavaria or n King of Wur- 
temburg would be able, even if he wished it, 
to induce his peoplo to aid the French in- 
vaders against ihe Stale which represents 
German independence. The day that loreign 
armies advance on the H ine will see all 
Iho-e Stales, and probably even Iho Gorman 
provinces ol Austria, uuited lo bar ibti way. 
Trie su.'iicity wiih which the French Em- 
peror has governed France for nearly nine 
leou years induces us to balieveUhal ho will 
not enter iuio so gigantic a contest with so 
untenable a cause ; but the language ol u 
part of the French press gives sufficient 
reason that warlike intentions should bu ex- 
plicitly denied

At tbe opening of tba Court Ilia Lordsbip 
called attaolion lo the foci that liegislrur 
General Alston, wbo bad boon deputized to 
act as Crown Prosecutor, could not legally 
act oa such for reahona which will bo found 
detailed elsewhere. Mr Alston having with- 
drawn, Mr Wood, at tbe earnest request ol 
the Chief Justice, consented to act for the 
Crown. 

MURDEH. 

Regina vs. SJliook—Mr Ring, instructed 
by Mi. Courtney, appeared lor the defense. 
In this case the prisoner (au Indian) was in- 
dicted for tbo murder of unullier Indian, 
at Eeqoimalt, on the 21st till. Two wit- 
nesses were Bivorn lor the prosecution, when 
it acpenred that tbe medicul men who ha : 
attended the deceased bad not been sub- 
pecnaed to utleud. The jury were ordered to 
be locked uo nud the Court was adjourned 
until 3 o'clock Upon tbo re-opening ol the 
4 Cuurl, Ilia LordMiip said it was a mailer 
of extreme regret that tbe jury hud been sub» 
jejted lo so much anuoyai co and incon- 
venience in this cu^e. Tba Court was uoi 
to biame lor the delay — the blame must rest 
upon tbe proper eh uldera. Two witnesses — 
Dr Be.lamy and Dr Comrio, II. N.— who at- 
tended the deceased, aewed up the wound in 
bis throat and h It instructions wilb regard lo 
his treatment. On the next tiny, al li, they 
found the wounded man dead. There wan 
do statement aH to 'he manner in wbicb tbe 
wounded man was treated between V& o'clock 
on the 2 1st und 3 o'clock on the 22ud Oci. 
The medical testimony was necessa/y. In 
its absence it was left to conjecture wbetbei 
the man died from the effects of the wound 
or tbe manner in which ho was treuted tifier 
tbe depariuro of tr.e physicians. The Court 
had adjourned until 3 o'clock, process had 
been issued, nnJ officers hat) been sent out to 
search fcr the witnesses, and the report had 
come back ibftt one was at San Juan Maud 
^ and that the other had cone to Leech River, 
consequently they could not be served with 
processes. They were not amenable to tbo 
law lor not being present. Under bucIi cir- 
cumstances tbo position nf the Judgo was 
ono of gieat difficulty. The Court was 
anxious that tbo Dooused person should not 
escape if guilty; and if innocent, that ho 
Bhould not go out of iho dock without the 
evidonce that established that innocence. 
At present thero was no evidence to prove 
the ono state of ihingd or tbo other. Thorn 
were so many unnecessary difficulties, eo 
much injustice to tbo prisoner, and bo great 
'' no injury "to the jury — for if the caso were 
adjourned until the return of tbo gentlemen, 
the jurors must be locked up and furnished 
with every convenience at the Colonial ex- 
pense, and tho Court did not know whore tbe 
fands wore to come from for tbo ono or tbo 
oonvenieuco for tbo other. There wns only 
iur=o tt 
it nlig 

Struct tbo jury that it was not justified in 



ono course to pursuo. Tho Court, however 
much it nlight regret the necessity, muat in- 



eflect ol tbo treatment ho received. After a 
short consultation, tbo foreman of the jury 
(Mr J. G. Norris v , staled that the jury were 
unanimously of opinion thut the prisoner was 
not guilty. Ml Nurris, on behalf of tho jury, 
added that ho wns requested to stale that 
Hia Lord- hip bad the lulleut sympathy of the 
jury, who desired to Mpteas their condemna- 
tion of the manner in which tho public 
business was conducted. 

Tho Court here adjourned until 10 o'clock 
on Wednesday morning. 

The Leo a i. Muddle in a New Phase. 
On Monday, Mr Registrar General Alston 
appeared nt the Court of Assize aud an- 
nounced that ho bad beeu commi-sioned to 
act as Crown Prosecutor in the absence of 
Mr Crease, who is at New Westminster. Mr 
Alston was allowed to proceed lor the day ; 
but yesterday nurning, upon the opening of 
the Court, His Lordsbip slated that Section 
VI, of the Land Registration Act of the 
Colony of Vancouver Isl.nd hod been 
brought to his nrtice, in Which be found Iho 
following clause ; '• It shall not be lawful for 
any Reghlrar appointed under this Act to 
practice as a Barrister or Solicitor before any 
Court m Ike Culjitij during hia continuance 
m ojjice as Registrar." 'I he Chief Justice 
remarked that he feared Mr Alston had no 
st-dlus before tho Cuurl. Mr Alston replied 
that be held the Governor's permission to 
practice as a Barrister: that Mr Crease hud 
yiven him authority to act as Crown Proeecu- 
tor at Ibis Assizes, and that he (Mr Alston) 
held thero wus now no Colony ol Vaooi<uver 
Island. The permission and authority were 
banded up to the Bench and examined by 
the Chief Justice, who said, " Th3 Registra- 
tion Act appears lo bo imperative. The 
Imperial Act secures lo Vancouver Island 
nil the luws of Iho Colony of Vancouver In- 
laud until ihey aro repealed by proper tin- 
thority, The Land Registration Act has not 
been ie pea led. You, Mr Alston, ore Righ- 
trar under that Aci, and you tlisclutrgo tlo 
duties ol tho office under ihat Act. I see no 
help for you. Does anyone appear for Ihe 
Crown? 1 ' There being no answer, a messen« 
gar was despatched for Mr McCreight and 
Mr Wood Mr Ring said it was understood 
on tho part of tho Bar that Mr Alston, in 
consideration of the abandonment of u cer- 
tain portion of the emoluments of bis office, 
should be allowed to practice in his proles" 
sion. Mr Alston asked, were he to procure 
tbo Go Tern or 's permission lo appear as Crown 
Prosecutor, whether Hia Lordship would 
alter his determination ? The Chief Justice — 
'• I ofTcr co opinion prophetically. I urn not 
hero to advise anyone, I can only deal with 
matters os they are." Mr Alston then re- 
tired. Upou the arrival cf Mr McCreight 
and Mr Wood, the first-named gentleman 
objected to appear for the Government unless 
instructed by them. Mr Wood, at first 
deciiued to act for toe Crown, as he waa uu- 
ifjstrucied, but yielding lo the persuasion cf 
the Chief JusMce finally consented to app"ear. 



From Kootenav. — The Walla Walla 
Statesman of tbe 25th has the following : — 
" Mt Whitman, just down from Kooteony, 
reports business in that camp as live'y ; 
minora doing well, and prospects generally 
favorable, In relation to the Humphrey 
mystery, he states that the missing man loft 
lvooleoay in company wiih Ilefron and 
McKay, nnd at that timo had about 84,000 
in motley, and ei^ht or nine horses, ilefron 
was broke, and McKay had not to exceid 
$150.
